MERLIN Online will take you to an aerial view of the property. 
 
Sites included in the National Register of Historic Places (NRHP) are shown in purple and sites recorded in 
the Maryland Inventory of Historic Properties (MIHP) are shown in red. 
 
If your property is not listed/recorded in the NRHP or MIHP, it will not be outlined in purple or red and/or 
fall within a larger outline of a historic district, as indicated below for 36 W. Antietam Street in Hagerstown :

Select the county where your property is located and select Street Address: 
 

Enter Street Number and Street Name.  Do not include the street direction and suffix (for example type in 
only Antietam for an address on W. Antietam Street): 
 



The date of construction will be shown on the next screen and  is highlighted in red below: 
 

If your property is less than 45 years old and is not listed/recorded in the NRHP/MIHP (as in this case), it is exempt from 
further historic review.  If the property is more than 45 years old or is listed/recorded in the NRHP/MIHP contact
